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Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1, 3-14 and 16-26 as amended are allowed. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A. Regarding claim 1 , and similarly claims 3, 14 and 16, closest art of record 
Derndinger et al. (US 5,239,178) and Lapeyre (4,948,247) disclose the use of an LED 
array for illumination; Brooker (US 2003/0030896) and Montagu (US 6,407,858) 
disclose moving the lens (along with the illumination) laterally over the object to be 
imaged; Komiya et al. (US 6,205,259) discloses moving the lens and the light source 
laterally together [Fig. 63]; Neal (US 2004/0263346) discloses selectively lighting LEDs 
in a headlamp to change the direction of the headlight according to the wheel angle. 
However, none, alone or in combination, disclose, teach or fairly suggest at least 
moving the lens over and laterally relative to a plurality of LEDs and keep the same 
pattern of lighted LEDs underneath the lens as it is being moved.
